Not File Motion For 


Appeal; Continue 


Collins Case. 


Lewis H. Snyder, aliab Ben Butler, 


Cumberland township, was convicted 
on both counts of a statutory charge, 
by a jury which deliberated from 11 
o'clock Saturday morning until 5:20 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. 
No mo- 


tion for appeal was filed in Snyder's 
case by his attorney, C. W. Albert 
Rochow, York, and the convicted man 
is expected to be sentenced later this 
week. 


Snyder was charged with serious of- 


fenses, involving two young girls, who 
lived at his homo in Cumberland 
township at the edge of the battle- 
field for some time. The two , girls, 
both of whom are now being cared 
for at the county home, testified to 
the indiscretions. 


Continue Collins Case 


Zenas Collins, a brother of Mrs. 


Snyder, who was indicted on a statu- 
tory charge along with his brother-in- 
law, was granted a continuance until 
the April term of court. Collins was 
returned to jail, in default of $2,000 
bail. Both he and Snyder had been 
in jail since their arrests several 
months ago.

perienced by the jury in reaching its 
verdict. At 3 o'clock, Saturday after- 
non, 
after deliberating four hours, 


word was sent to Judge D. P. McPher- 
son, who had recessed court until the 
jury was ready to bring in its vei- 
dict, that the jurors stood 11 to 1, 
and that it was unlikely that a ver- 
dict could be reached. 


The court, it is understood, sent 


\vord back to the jury room that they 
shotild endeavor to reach a verdict. At 
!> o'clock, the jurors came into the 
court room and informed Judge Mc- 
Pherson that they still stood dead- 
locked at 11 to 1. Judge McPherson 
forbade the foreman to say whether 
the vote was for conviction to acquit- 
tal, but it was learned that the count 
was 11 to 1 for conviction. 


Jury Is Deadlocked 


Judge McPherson instructed 
the 


jury to return to the juryroom to de- 
liberate another half an hour, and 
then to return to the courtroom. He 
said if they had not reached a verdict 
by that time, he would make some 
disposition of the matter. 


At 5:20 o'clock, the jurors sent out 


word that they had reached a verdict, 
and ten minutes later returned to the 
courtroom where the finding \vas given 
to the court. 


It was said by District Attorney 


John P. Butt this morning that the 
maximum sentence for Snyder on 
each count in his indictment and con- 
viction was 15 years
